“  FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ACT.” 
Order  No.  27a  (Temporary  Emergency). 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  being-  chapter  48 
of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1934,  and 
the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act  Amendment 
Act,  1935,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations 
hereby  orders : — 

1.  That  employees  employed  in  hairdressing- 
establishments  in  the  personal  service  occupa-  | 
tion  may  work  up  to  but  not  exceeding  eleven 
(11)  hours  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1935. 

2.  Employees  working  in  excess  of  eight  (8) 
hours  on  the  said  31st  day  of  December,  1935, 
shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  time  and  one-quarter 
pro  rata  on  an  hourly  basis  at  not  less  than 
the  rates  set  forth  in  Order  No.  27  of  the  Board 
establishing  a  minimum  wage  in  the  personal 
service  occupation,  for  time  worked  in  excess 
of  eight  (8)  hours: 

Provided  that  in  cases  where  the  regular 
wage  paid  to  an  employee  is  in  excess  of  the 
rates  set  forth  in  said  Order  No.  27,  such  em¬ 
ployee  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  time  and  one- 
quarter  her  regular  wage  for  time  worked  in 
excess  of  eight  (8)  hours.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 
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(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬
